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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendments, claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12-20, 22-27, 29-31, 39-41, 
and 43 are pending in the application. Claims 3, 11,21, 28, 32-38, 42, and 44 were previously 
canceled. Claims 18, 25, and 39 are independent claims and currently amended. 

No new matter is introduced by these amendments and their entry is respectfully 
requested. In view of the above amendments and following remarks, each of the presently 
pending claims in this application is believed to be in immediate condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the outstanding 
rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is determined that a telephone 
conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the Examiner is invited to 
telephone the undersigned at the number given below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants respectfully thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-2, 4-10, and 12-
